OF MAJ, ANDERSON

Attorney General Renders 'Ac-
count of His Work During

Past Year,

VIRGINIA’S INTEREST TO SUE

Case Against West ' Virginia
Will'Be Pressed to Head Off
‘Another Suit.

Thoe annual report of the Attorney-
General waes made public yesterday, The
report is o booklet of sixty-seven printed
pages, contalning a resume of the cosed
which were disposed of durlng the past
year or which are etlll pending In the
cotirts, The opinions of tho Attorney-
General In a number of matters of great
public importance are cited st length,
and it 18 staled ngaln that in addition to
these officlal demands vpon his time and
attentlon, numerous letters have been re-
celved requesting  declsion upon many
different subjecis
“HEven If the law authorized me to give
an opinion to oltlzens and to county, alty
and town officers,’’ says Major Andaraon,
1t would be Impossible for ma to do so.
Often the Inquiries I recelva relate wholly
to some matter of privata right, as to
which, of course, It would be improper
for me to advise. However, In addltion
to the opinions glven to the officera and
boards of whom the law makes me the
legal adviger, It hos glven me pledisure
(whenever I oowld possibly epare the
neceseary time and attentlon) to advisg
numerous other officials and cltizens upon
aubjects which I could with propriety oon-
slder,”

Conslderable space s glven to the ne-
ton taken unddr tha resolutlons of the
General Assembly concerning the defal-
citlons of Willlam R, Smith, frst clerk
in the Audltor of Public Accounts, and
the embeaslement of Joseph H. Shepherd,
o clerk in the same offics.

West Virginia Debt.
With reference to the matter of the
West Virgimo debt, the report says In
part:
“Unless o sult shall be speedity brought
by Virginin to have the amount of West
Virginia's just labillty ascertidned and
determined by the United States Bupreme
Court (the only tribunal having Juria-
diction of such & question), the $12,000,000
or more of sild certiticates now deposited
under the control of the commiesion will
have to be surrendered to the commlittes
which represents those ortificates, The
éntlro arrangement and contrmat under
which, with infinite trouble, this great
number of certiticates have been  de-
poalted will go to plecesa and the
certiticates be dellvered up to thelr orlgl-
nal owners and be scattered throughout
the eivilized world. It will b thr-miped
the oivillzed world., It will bp thereafter
impracticatde, 1{ not imposalble, ever to
have them wmgein coralleq nnd deposited
fn the hands of a commlttes nuthorized
to aect and contragt for their owners, for
an adjustinent which ecannot hurt, and
may greatly benefit Virginia,
“In addltlon 1o these considerations,
whloh polnt to the duty of prompt and
vigorous actlon iIn order to protect the
Interesta of the State and securs a de-
finite pettlement with West Virginia, the
cemmisslon and the urdlersigned were
apprised of the foot that the great Binte
i New York, Tollowing tha vielons ex-
nmple of Bouth Dakots, had -passed an
act making It the duty of the attornay-
general of that Btate to bring suit In the
United Btates Buprems Court upon any
ohllgntions of any Btate which might he
given in New York
"We were also informed that holders of
lnrge amounts of the Virginla deferred
certificaters proposed to donale a portlon
nf thelr holdings to New York (as was
done  in respect to certaln repudiated
tonde of North Carollna In the South
Dakofa case) for the purpose of having
nn adjudication ngalnst Virginia and
West Virginln of fha lability of those
Biates In the premises.
"It will e observed that p decrea ad-
Judicating the Nablilty of Virglnla ana
West Virginln, respectively, In Tespeat
to any $10000, or any 10,00, of the honds
represented by pald ecertificates will ne-
cessarlly determine the llabllity of each
of these Btates In respect to all of the
bends of the snme character.

To Virginia’s Interest,

“It will bo manifestly (o the intersst
of Virginin, and not to the prejudice
of West Virginla, to have the question
of the nature and extent of Wast  Vir-
ginla's Uablllity «determined fn o sulit
brought under a contract by which Vir-
ginlg i8 to be relensed and exonerated
from any farther elaim or Habiity, rath-
er than, by falling to avall of an op-
portunity sn faverable, run the risk of
Htlgation In which a large elolm may bo
agdarted nenlnse thle Commonwealth,

“The creditors who have deposited thelr
cartificates, hy the contract they or thelr
represontatlves. nee willing to make, ars
willing to concede that Virginia has nl-
ready pald and aseumed as  much on
account of the deby of the old Btate as
#he should be expected or required to pay,
She has alrendy octually pald, or novated
and nesumed, the enormous sum of aver
FT8.000000 on account of the common deht
of tha two Biates, and the grent mass
of tha certificate holdera evidantly think
she has done enough.

*At mny rate they ngrea that, If Vir-
ginln will ot thelr cost, [nstituta nnd
prosocute to judgment and decres o sult
ngidnst Wes. Virginla for o settlement,
they will rolease Virginia entiroly fromn
labllity on account of the unfunded thivd
of the ante-bellum dobt,

“Of eourse only those certiffcate hold-
ers who have deposited thelr certificates
wit hths Vieginig Debi Commlssion un-
der auch a contraot of indemnity to Vir-
ginin will ba bound by the stipulations
for har relenso. i

Rushing Work On Enlarged Jail
to Outwit Rich-
mond,

TURNED DOWN THE REPORT

Specfal Committee's Report That
New Jail Be Built
| Rejected,

The board of supoervisors of Honrico
colnty met yesterday morning and adopt-
ed n resolution authorizing a subcommit-
tea of three to employ Archlfect O, K.
Bryant, or If he be not obtpinable, some
other architeet, to draw the plans nofl
nscertain the cost of remodeling the Hen-
rice county Jjail, situnted in the clty.

The cost of the work I8 not to exceed
$10.000, and thers is to be room enough
for the accommodation of 118 prisoners,
with burglar proof cells, o separito com-
partment for Jjuvenile prisoners, white
and black, all necessary eanitary Aor-

rangements and o bridge for the transfer
of prisoners from the Jall to the court
TOOM.

Mombers of the board of supervisors
will assomble agaln heforo the 224 of this
month and tnke some deflnite action upon
the plan for remodellng, ne submlttod
by the architeot. Tho primary reason
for the haste In mectlng again s sald to
be the fact that the supervisors want
to have thelr recommendation m prior
to the tUme that the annaxation questlon
ia argued before Judge Garnett, who Is
delegited to poss upon tha merits of this
controveray.

Parenthetleally, this phass of the sltun-
tlon cnme out yesterday, when the ques-
tlon ‘of pecurlng an architect for the
drawling of the plans was belng discussed.
Partlcular. emphasls was lald upon the
Importance of the meeting ot an early
date—certainly before the 214, when the
annexation problem will ugain be alred.

Put It On Richmond.

In the event that Judge Garnett decldes
that, from the evidence adduced, Rlch-
mond should be allowed (o annex certaln
territory of Henrlco county, or rather that
certaln Henrico terrttory should. be per-
mitted to become a part of the city and
reap the banefita to be derived therefram,
the city would have to bear the indebt-
edness of that portlon of the counly mn-
nexed. And now, If Richmond fa to ax-
pand by Judge Garnett's declsion, Henrlco
